De Gaulle suggested that 
the principal subjects of negotiations with the US.5R should 
be general disarmament, Germany, assist ance to u nderdeveloped 
C 2^ n I :ries ' and non " lnfcQ rference by any state in ^tn^TTnTornal 
affairs of another state. Such a conference would have to 

be carefully prepared among the Western powers, but it was 
clear from recent Soviet actions both that Khrushchev 
greatly desires a summit meeting and that the West has 
adequate time to prepare for it thoroughly. De Gaulle noted 
that prior commitments prevented him from attendance at a 
Western conference prior to December 19. He said Khrushchev's! 
visit to Paris would probably take place in March and 
suggested a summit conference in April, preceded by a second 
Western summit for definitive establishment of the common 
Western position.

that the Western summit would be held starting December 19 
was made ye*fedrday.' ^ - *~7 .

group for summit preparations.
